Fleming, a veteran of five years' 
/service in the Canadian Infantry, 
•was reluming from the Veterans' 



Formal at approximately 2.30 a.m. 
one Saturday recently, and was 
standing behind his own car when 
three members of the city police 
approached him and placed him 
under arrest.^ Fleming i stated his 
desire to return his escort to lier 
home before being talcen to jail 
In the ensuing argument he was 
Icnocked dov^n and struck on the 
head at least three times during 
which he lost consciousness. 

Talcen to the city Jail, Fleming 
was placed in a cell In handcuffs. 
His requests for first aid were 
denied, and he was kept in the 
cell without food or water until he 
was released on payment of $28 the 
same morning at 11 a.m. He was 
confined to a hospital suffering 
from an ear injury and possible 
fracture. 

The Students Representative 
Council became aroused and indig- 
nant at the action, and held lengthy 
meetings to discuss the Fredericton 
City Police treatment 'of one of 
their students. ' '

Midlebury debaters caught the 
^IcGill team by surprise in their 
treatment of the topic They treat- 
ed the Communist Party as the In- 
ternational Communist party and 
claimed that the United Nations 
should enact legislation to prevent 
the interference in domestic poli- 
tical affairs by foreign powers. 

McGill debaters, on the other 
hand, claimed that* Russia would 
most probably veto the suggestion, 
and further charged the Middle- 
bury debaters with not getting 
down to the point. 

An added attraction took place 
when Isadore Rosenfeld and Andy 
Hugesson of McGill participated in 
a radio debate over station WJOY, 
opposing two Middlebury debaters. 
The topic was: ''Itcsolvcd that La- 
bor should have a direct share in 
the Management of Industry."

Major Shaw 
Here to Plan 
Employment 



Employment for .university gradu- 
ates and undergraduates Is' the sub- 
ject of an extensive Dominion gov- 
ernment survey. Major H. C. Shaw, 
M.Sc, Assistant Supervisor of the 
Executive and Professional Division 
of the National Employment Ser- 
vice, revealed yesterday in an in- 
terview wlih The Daily. 

Major Shaw was visiting the 
university In an attempt to cor- 
relate the activities of the Student 
Employment Bureau with those of 
the E. and P. Division. Mrs. "ressler. 
in charge of the McGill employ- 
ment bureau, yesterday received the 
first list of openings for summer 
employment on a part-time basis, 
and for permanent positions for 
graduates. 

"There is a big demand for enr 
gineers and commerce men," com- 
mented Major Shaw, in explaining 
the mechanisms of the survey. 
Questionnaires are dispatched to 
firms all over the Dominion, re- 
questing them to estimate the num- 
ber of under-graduates whom they 
could be expected to employ, and 
tiie branch or trade which they, 
could accommodate. Results of 
these questionnaires are correlated 
in Ottawa, and lists of openings are 
cent to the individual universities. 
Twenty-five copies are received by 
each university for distribution 
among the various faculties. 

"It is doubtful whether all stud- 
ents ' win be placed" explained 
Major Shaw "but we are showing 
preference to veterans". The E. and 
P.;. Division is now working with 
the Bureau of Technical Personnel, 
he pointed out. It is hoped that 
there will be a great deal of corre- 
lation between the University Em- 
ployment Bureau- and the E. and 
P; Division. . ' 

Major Shaw is a former McGill 
student having graduated in 1932 
with a B. Sc. In Arts. He received 
his M. Sc. in 1035 in Psychology, 
and served as Director of Personal 
Selection for SS months .in the past 
war.

Tom Scott 
Interprets 
Folk-Son^s 



An Informal hour and a half of 
folksongs with running background 
commentary was given by Tom 
Scott at the People's Forum last 
night. An outstanding authority on 
native American folk music. Mr. 
Scott delighted his audience with 
numerous examples ot English 
songs, chanteys, work songs, moun- 
tain songs and, finally, spirituals. 

Possessing a natural and highly 
flexible bass voice, he sang these 
songs In a simple and Individual 
style. Like all true troubadours, hé 
accompanied himself on the guitar, 
supplying just the right harmonic 
and rhythmic support required of 
this music. He has an innate feel- 
ing for these songs and interpreted 
them in easy style, and with a re- 
fréshlngly modest artistry. 

Some were hauntlngly beautiful, 
others raucous, and with Mr. Scott's 
help, one could easily Imagine them 
as they were sung against their 
original background. Outstanding 
among the Engllsii songs was the 
well-known and lovely Green- 
sleeves. The chantey "Old Stormy" 
was sung with true spislt, aa was 
the humorous "Miss Bailey." The 
fateful sadness of thè negro death 
chant "I'm bringing' my aervant 
home" was realistically portrayed. 
And, ot course, included was- that 
favourite of all fblk-ilngcrs, "Foggy 
Dew."

Anne O'Hare McCormick, writing 
recently Jn The New York Times, 
says a montn ago in England people 
were saying that conditions could 
not be worse than they were. They 
could see -the winter through, they 
said, because they were certain this 
must be the last of short rations 
an^ austerity clothes, of queueing 
up in the streets , and doubling , up 
at • home. The cheerful front of 
the war years was a.little cracked, 
but they were patient 'still, so pa- 
tient that some Englishmen were 
asking It patience had not ceased 
to be a virtue and become a habit. 
The usual reply was that if they 
held out and "made things do" a 
little longer the hardest stretch of 
the long road back would be over. 

Now conditions are worse. The 
war dim-out is back and the pre- 
war dole. .The newspapers have re- 
verted, to their wartime size. The 
shabby horties of England arc 
darker and colder. Life Is grimmer 
for those who work by candlelight 
and those who cannot work be- 
cause the power is shut off. And 
the hardest part Isn't just the tem- 
porary cut In electricity and fuel 
Looking back from here on the last 
morning in London, when the sun 
rose over the Thames in a red haze 
and the" view of the gray old city 
from the Embankment seemed so 
solid and unchanged, one sees that 
the sense of solidity did not come 
from the familiar outline of the 
Houses of Parliament, Westminster 
Abbey and London Brdige. It came 
from the even pulse of the people 

But the pulse was slowing, and 
it is easy to imagine how it falters 
now, for the coal crisis means more 
than new privations and restric- 
tions added to .an. already heavy 
load. It' is a blow to tbe . steady 
faith 'in themselves thâ) has siip- 
ported the ^British people through 
the most shattering decade of their 
history. It has somehow been taken 
for granted, by themselves, by our- 
selves and the world at large, that 
they' will continue • to muddle 
through. The ' danger; now is that 
they will lose heart, and it the 
British lose heart 'it will be an 
incalculable. loss, particularly to the 
United Slates. / 

The present emergency Is not 
merely a coal crisis. Nor is it the 
consequence of unprecedented cold 
weather or a failure of the Labor 
Government. While it is sure to 
diminish the prestige of Labor, it 
is not likely to unseat it, for the 
people as a whole seem determined 
to give this administration a fair 
trial. It Is the climax of a series of 
crises, all symptomatic of what the 
war has done to Britain and to the 
entire economic and political struc- 
ture of the Empire. British post- 
war policy of production for export 
and nothing for the home consumer 
is a policy of desperation. It lessens 
incentive to work and strains the 
spartan spirit to the breaking point, 
but It is necessary if Britain is ever 



to be able to pay with her products 
for the food and raw materials she 
is obliged to import. Without world 
trade' these islands might as welt 
be sunk in the ocean, another At- 
lantis lost in the awful flux of the 
tides of piower. 

No American can afford to take a 
spectator' attitude to what happens 
in Britain. ' In two unwilling wars 
we have acknowledge that 6ur sur- 
vival is linked with hers. In Eng- 
land as in France, in Italy, in every 
country of Western Europe, voices 
are raised today In question and 
protest against dependence on 
America. They are as yet (We vofces 
of (he mlnoriiy— the left wing of 
the Labor party, the Frenclt Com- 
munlstSr* the Italians in revolt 
against a treaty they think has left 
them defenceless before their enem- 
ies. But such voices are becoming 
louder, and they are bound to gain 
force if Britain grows weaker In- 
stead of stronger and the European 
balance therefore tips toward the 
Russian side. 

The British coal shortage is not 
alarming in Itself. Every country in 
Europe lacks coal, and the general 
shortage slows up the whole pro- 
cess of recovery. That a nation 
sitting on coal, formerly one of the 
great coal exporters of the world, 
should not have a fortnight's re- 
serve in midwinter is serious chief- 
ly'tbeeause it reveals a dearth of 
manpower, or human energy, and 
thereby shows up the disorder of 
a continent which is cursed at the 
same time with, dangerous unem- 
ployment in some countries and 
lack of man{)ower in others. The 
graves^ aspect of Britain's situa- 
tion is that she has no other re- 
serves, and this weakening of her 
economic power, tied up as it is 
• with thn dissolution of her empire, 
'will affect her influence In the 
pending decisions on which the fa 
turc depends. 

The German settlement,, for in- 
stance, will be determined by many 
factors, but immediate decisions 
will be taken on the basis ot how 
long and In what force the United 
Stales and Great Britain are will- 
ing to stay In Germany. At present 
occupation Is costing the British 
more than it is costlng us, and com- 
plaints against "paying reparations 
to Germany," as some protesters 
put it, are already heard in this 
country. The chief object of Mr. 
Hoover's mission is to "save the 
taxpayer" by finding, and public- 
izing, the level of industry at which 
the Germans could be made self- 
supporting. ' 

U this is true here, how long can 
England afford to pay the costs of 
occupation? One answer Is that all 
the changes in British policy in 
Germany, including the effort to 
step up production, the support of 
an economic merger with the 
American zone, the recent aban- 
donment of denazification except 
in the first categories, are attempts 
to lighten the financial burden. 

Thus on the question of Germany 
alone It is very important to us 
that Britain should be able to play 
a strong role in the peacemaking. 
The alternative is a reduction of 
our influence and an increase in 
that of Russia.

Because of the actually lower 
fatality rate on the scheduled air- 
lines of the United States, despite 
the accumulation of spectacular 
crashes at the year-end, the Insti- 
tute of Life Insurance announced 
nt New York that OB per cent, ot 
life insurance companies now issue 
policies at standard rates to airline 
passengers. 

This compares with only 87 per 
cent of companies Issuing such 
policies a year ago. Those now so 
insuring represent 80 per cent, of

FISSION PHOTOGRAPHED 

Device Records Smashing 
of Atoms by Oosmic Bays 
Not even the largest cyclotron, 
which weighs 5,000 tons, can com 
pete with the cosmic rays In spilt 
ting atoms. But It is hard to 
harness the cosmic rays.- By the 
time they reach the earth Hey ore 
so weak that, though they can be 
detected at the bottom of a deep 
lake or a sleep mine, it is rarely 
that they smash atoms. Photogra- 
phic records of the smashing are 
made with a Wilson cloud-cham- 
ber, which reveals the tracks of 
atomic fragments. 

According to Prof. Alexander 
Zhdanov, who recently received 
the Stalin Prize for his study of 
the way bromine and silver atoms 
arc split by cosmic rays, a more 
effective and convenient way of 
studying the smashing ot atomic 
nuclei by cosmic rays was devised 
by the late Lev Myovsky. 

"The underlying Idea is that 
charged particles emitted by the 
nucleus of the atom, when it Is 
smashed, will leave tracks on a 
plate coated with a thick layer of 
special photographic emulsion," says 
Zhdanov, "From the appearance of 
these tracks it is^possible to Judge 
what elementary particles pro- 
duced them , and to measure the 
energy of the particles." ■ 

Myovsky's device, though simi- 
lar to the Wilson cloud-chamber, 
requires no bulky and intricate ap- 
paratus. 

On any photograph (he splitting 
of an atom is revealed in the form 
of two, three or four tracks that 
fan out from one points, so that 
"starts," or "forks" are recorded. 
The tracks in the "stars" are usual- 
ly left by protons, which are. the 
nuclei of hydrogen atoms. Zhdanov 
likens these "stars" to the "evapora- 
tion" of the component of a nucleus 
which is intensely heated when it 
Is struck by a cosmic particle. 

Cases of fission have been ob- 
served In which the tracks spread 
out within a narrow cone. These 
are called "showers." Some of the 
tracks may be those of protons, 
others of mesotrons, which are 
charged, short-lived particles with 
a mass of about one-tenth that of a 
proton. 

At sea level the number of fis- 
sions per square centimeter of plate 
is only five or six a month. The 
number increases rapidly with 
height. At 21.000 feet (here is a 
fifty-fold Increase, and there may 
be as many as five "forks." 

In 1942 Soviet physicists observ- 
ed a dramatic increase of cases ot 
nuclear fission. Apparently this 
was (he result of some cataclysm 
In space. A number of "showers" 
were photographed, of which many 
probably were the result . ot a com- 
plete .splitting of the nucleus Into 
all its component parts.

"The continued liberalization in 
1046," Holgar J. Johnson, president 
ot the institute, said, "is in recogni- 
tion of the persUtcnt trend of in- 
creased safety from 1935 to 1046. 
It considers only the experience ot 
the companies with the scheduled 
lines where fatalities dropped from 
4.8 per hundred million passenger 
miles In 1935 to 2.1 in 1945 and 
only 1.2 in 1946. This doeg not, ot 
course, 'include non-scheduled 
transports, military craft and for- 
eign planes, all of which have fig- 
ured in news reports of airplane ■ 
accidents in the last few months." 

A tabulation released by the in- 
stitute showed that while only 4 
per cent, of .the.cojnpanles Issued 
policies without severe flight limi- 
tations in 1935, 84 per cent, ot them 
do so now. In 1935 the tabulation 
showed that 13 per cent, of the 
companies declinea outright-lo in- 
sure crew members while only 3 
per cent, so refuse now; that, 
where insured, (he ex(ra premium 
required was $25 a thousand in 
1935 antl only S3 today, and that 59 
per cenL Of the companies write 
crew insurance at- such extra pre- 
mium without limit on the size of 
the policy. .'
